On the theory that consolidation would 
‘save money, the Veterans Administration 
started out last year to combine its 13 dis- 
trict offices. Of these districts 11 have 
been consolidated into three—at St. Paul, 
Philadelphia and Denver. In each case the 
offices were moved from rental property 
into a government-owned building.

or, but they must also fit. A 
newspaper column, he notes, is 
two inches wide. “Printers,” 
he says, “cleverly divide 
column into picas, 12 picas to 
be exact, which is neither here 
nor there, except in the case 
of printers when it’s THERE!” 


The headline writer in turn 
measures letters by units: a 
capital letter is a unit and a 
half, average letters, a unit and 
thin ones like “t” a half unit. 
The object becomes to cram as 
many units as possible, to jam 
the world-shaking information 
he may have to impart into a 
one-column space whenever a 
one-column head is designated, 
“which is revoltingly often.” 


The bigger the story, the larg- 
er the type size. The larger the 
type, the fewer units to the line. 
Hence the bigger the story the 
less the headline writer can say 
about it. 

Then Ed gets specific. He 
says on most papers 30-point 
type is reserved for big people 
and big events. The unit count 
for 30 point is about 11.

To Boredom

The bulk of overweights fall 
into one of three groups: Those 
who love rich fattening foods 
and eat to belt-pressing propor- 
tions; those who turn to food 
through sheer boredom, or 
when upset or worried, then 
from force of habit continue 
overeating; and most serious, 
those who eat obsessively due 
to a deep-seated emotional dis- 
turbance. 


First, the gourmets who over- 
do it. There is nothing wrong 
with enjoying good food, but 
overeating is a fattening prat- 
tice. 


The second group gains excess 
weight, not so much from love 
of food as from boredom, or 
loneliness. Food is a_ solace. 
Others turn to food when ner- 
vous, anxious or upset. Food 
is comforting. 


The most extreme cases are 
those obsessive eaters who are 
seriously overweight, yet un- 
consciously resist dieting even 
though they want to reduce. 
They turn to food because of 
some deep-seated and unsolved 
emotional disturbance. These 
overweights need psychiatric 
guidance in order to develop in- 
sight into the reasons back of 
their craving.

That’s why I say every one 
with psoriasis needs iodine. In 
fact I say every one needs 
iodine. If one happens to have 
psoriasis, no matter; he or she 
still needs iodine—a wee, wee 
bit of iodine every day. 

One of the many things I don’t 
know about psoriasis is whether 
lack of iodine, iodine deficiency, 
is a cause or a contributing cause 
of the trouble.
